ing exports of surplus crops, 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
told the conference he planned to in- 
troduce measures making available 
the profits of the federal reserve 
bankS& amounting to about $60,000,- 
000, for loans to agricultural in- 
terests. : 

The money which Senator Hitch- 
cock would have advanced to the 
tarmers is’ the government’s share 
in profits of the federal reserve 
banks payable next month and 
which, under the law, would be 
used to increase gold reserves o! 
amortize Liberty bonds. 

How Loans Would Be Made. 

Loans would be made through the 
federal land banks or chattel mort- 
gages or warehouse receipts whith 
agricultural products or Jive stock 
as security. Loans on_- grain 
would be limited to six months and 
those on live stodk to one year.

Goldsboro, N. C., December 
Herbert Futrell, former constable 
of Wayne county, was shot when 2 
mob stormed ‘the Wayne county 
court house here tonight in an 
unsucessful attempt to obtain five 
negfoes held there for the murder 
of a white man. Fttrell was said 
to have been one of the leaders of 
the mob and he was removed in an 
automobile immediately after he 
was wounded. Whether he was 
killed could not be learned. 

The attack on- the courthouse was 
made under cover of a fusillade of 
shots ahd after all.the windows on 
one side of the building had been 
shot out. It was during this firing 
that Futrell fell, apparently struck 
by a bullet fired by one of the at- 
tackers. : \ 

Shot by Member of Mob. 

Colonel John D. Langston, in 
charge of the administration of the 
selective service law in North Caro- 
lina during the war and later as- 
sistant to Provost Marshal Genera] 
Crowder in Washington, was one of 
a dozen citizens stationed at the 
courthouse to guard the prisoners. 
Colonel Langston declared the gar- 
rison did not return the fire of the 
attacking force and that Futrell 
was wounded by one of the men in 
the mob. : 

“Thirty of about fifty men which 
Futrell led against the west door 
of the courthouse,” said Colonel 
Langston, “‘were subjected to a sort 
of cross fire from snipers, situated 
at various *angles. I was outside 
the courthouse at the zime and saw 
Futrell on the porch, turning about 
in various directions and sheuting 
to the men about him. A party of 
snipers off to the side, near me, 
opened fire about the time Futrell 
fell He was removed in an auto- 
mobile, wbile the party with him 
dispersed.”

- Geneva, December 3.— {By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Thne Dispatch of a 
Solemn message of Sratitude to Pres- 
Kient Wilson for the way he re- 
sponded to the appeal of the coun- 
cil of the league-of nations to act 
#s mediator between the Armenians 
and the Turkish nationalists, was 
Proposed to the assembly of the 
league by Paul Hymans, its presi- 
dent, shortly after today’s session 
of the assembly began. 

After the opening ceremonies, Mr. 
Hymans announced Mr. Wilson’s of- 
fer to mediate in Armenia, and read 
the council's reply. That body in- 
formed Mr Wilson that it is asking 
the Brazilian and Spanish govern- 
ments, which yesterday also offefed 
their services as mediators, td com- 
municate direct with Washington re- 
Zarding the means of action. 

The reading of Mr. Wilson’s mes- 

sage drew hearty applause from the 

Sparsely filled house. A large pro- 

portion of the delegates are suffer- 

ing from colds and were not present 
at the beginning of today’s session. 

M. Hymans also proposed that 
messages of gratitude be sent to 
Brazil and Spain. 

Lord Robert Cecil, representative 
of the Union of South Africa, rose 
and said thanks were also due the 
french delegation, particularly Rene 
Viviani,. whose eloquence, he de- 
clared, had inspired “this merrito- 
rious effort to save Armenia.” 

Text of Reply to Wilson. 

The text of the reply made by the 
¢ouncil to President Wilson's ac- 
ceptance of the role of mediator in 
the Armenian question, which was 
dispatched to Washington this morn- 
ing,. signed by President Hymans, 
of the assembly, is as follows: 

“In the name of the council of the 
league of nations I tharik you for 
your telegram of December 1 in 
which you agree to act as mediator 
between the Armenians and the Tur- 
kish nationalists and add that you 
Will nominate a representative for 
this purpose. 

"The council is deeply rejoiced 
at and grateful for your decision. 
The council asked me to inform you 
that the Spanish government de- 
clares itself ready to participate in 
any action of a moral and diplomatic 
character in support of Armenia aliu 
that t.e Brazilian government anh- 
nounecs that it is ready to take part 
alone or with other powers in put- 
ling am end to the present situation 
in Armenia. The council is, there- 
Yure, requesting these two govern- 
ments to communicate directly with 
yuu as to how co-operation in this 
work can best be arranged. Ne- 
gotiations can be opened = imime- 

diately with the armenian govern- 
ment ..t Lrivan.

TURKS DRIVING 
ARMENIA’S ARMY 


TO THE EASTWARD 


Tiflis, December 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press).—Armenian forces 
have been driven eastward by the 


Turkish nationalists until] the re- 
gion they hold is entirely outside 
the traditional boundarjes of Arme- 
nia. As a result, Armenia is re- 
duced to a little Caucasus republic, 
such as was created by the Germans 
and Turks during the war. It com- 
prises the districts of Erivan, Nov- 
obayazet, thirty miles to the north- 
east of that ¢ity, and Echmiadzin. 
the ecclesiastical capital of ancient 
Armenia, located about 25 miles 
north of Mount Ararat. 

Turkish nationalists have 
pied districts just to the 
this region, holding Kars, 
dropol and Surmalou. 

Hostilities between the Armenians 
and Turkish nationalists have been 
suspended through intervention by 
the bolsheviki government at Mos- 
cow, and hopes are entertained that 
further bloodshed may be averted. 
Conditions, however, are frightful in 
the district held by the Armenian 
forces. One hundred thousand refu- 
gess, in the last stages of destitu- 
tion, are traveling through the snow 
in all directions and the Arme- 
nian government is unable to pro- 
vide housing or food, pending the 
arrival of grain promised by the 
Russian bolsheviki. 

The Turkish nationalists assert 
they will not crush Armenia but will 
grant lenient terms. These terms. 
however, must be in conformity with 
Turkish aspirations, it is declared. 

The morale of Armenia’s shattered 
army is very low, while the Turks, 
by contrast, are well ‘disciplined and 
equipped. Reports that soviet Rus- 
Sia is in disagreement with the Tur- 
Kish nationalists are accepted as 
true, and it is said Moscow views 
unfavorably the Turkish advance in- 
to Armenia.

Miss Yates to Face Trial, As- 
serts Attorney Bell—Vic- 
tim Improving. 


Probable proseeution of Miss Mar. 
garet Yates, who drove the car 
which \-ednesday ran down and se- 
riously injured Olin C. Fuller, clerk 


of the United States district court _ 
for years and one of the city’s best- 
known citizens, WAS indicated 
Thursday in the atatement of Clar- 
ence Bell, local attorney, who has 
been employed by Mr} Fuller's fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Bell said that while the fam- 
ily ef Mr. Fuller felt no persona! 
anim®sity-toward Miss Yates, inves- 
tigation had pointed to the fact thar 
the accident was due to criminal 
egiect, despite the fact that wit- . 
‘nesses of the occurrence had stated 
their belief that it was unavoidable. 

Meanwhile. Mr. Fuller, who was 
carried to St. Jogeph’s infirmary, is 
reported by his physicians to be 
much better and, barring complica- 
tions. is expected to recover with- 
out serious trouble. Mr. Fuller suf- 
fered a fractured skull in the aecci- 
dent. which oceurred in front of 
the Winecoff hotel. 

Unavoidable Is Claim. 

Miss Yates,-who is being detained 
at police station under heavy bond, 
was obviously nervous throucheut 
Thursday, but stoutly maintains that 
the accident was entirely unavotd- 
able. Mr. Bell, attorney for the 
family, stated Thursdav night that 
the authoritiés will be asked to de- 
tain Miss Yates until a thorough in- 
vestigation of the accident Wednes- 
dav can be made, either to satisfv 
the family of Mr. Fuller that the 
young lady is innocent, or to await 
prosecution If the situation seems to 
demand it. At present, after investi- 
gation, the family of the injured 
is inclined to prosecution, said 
Mr. Bell. 

Fuller’s long connection with 
the United States .court has made 
hia many friends in Atlanta espe- 
cially among the attorneys of the 
¢ity. who know him and respect him 
‘as probably the best-posted man in 
the entire city On federal practice.

{STATE INCOME 


AND EXPENSES 


Governor Sproul Discuss- 
es Subject at Conference 
of Executives—Modera- 
tion Urged in Taxation. 


Harrisburg, Pa., December 2.—Dis- 
cussing the subject of state income 
anc disbursements before the gov- 
ernors’ conference here today, Gov- 
ernor William C. Sproul, of Penn- 
sylvania, told of efforts made by 
fiscal heads to raise necessary rev- 
enues for municipalities, state and 
nation, without imposing a burden 
upon the state's industries. 
>» In Pennsylvania, the governor 
said, no direct state tax is levied 
upon the property of the people, 
needed revenues being derived from 
taxes upon capital stock, securities 
and the earnings of certain classes 
of corporations, upon inheritances 
and from fees and licenses. 

All possible efforts, he declared, 
should be made to relieve citizens 
and industries@f,burdens made par- 
ticularly heavy during the last few 
years by the expenses of the war. 

“We are still nursing our ‘infant 
industries’ here,” he said, “nor do 
we tax our vast mineral products, 
the value of which alone amounts 
to well on to two billions of dollars 
a year.” 

Equal moderation on the part of 
the federal government, Governor 
Sproul said, was a more difficult 
thing to discover. 

Forgetting the States. 

“There must be some germ in the 
Potomac,” he said, “which makes 
our national statesmen forget that 
the nation is made up of states; 
that those states have functions to 
perform affecting most intimately 
the life and welfare of the repub- 
lic and that the operation of those 
| in gen- 
erous quantities.” 

Governor Sproul said that the cost 
of everything necessary to carry on 
state functions had increased _ so 
enormousiy in the last few years 
that in all but a few states—with 
Pennsylvania no exception—deficits 
and overdrafts upon appropriations 
have had to be permitted to prevent 
an actual closing down of the work 
of caring for unfortunate and de- 
pendent wards of the state.’ 

comes and jand, he said, should 
b bjected to no additional levies, 
either by state or nation. The first 
of these, he said, were bearing as 
heavy a burden as they could well 
stand. Modern taxes upon the util- 
ization of natural resources, he de- 
clared, would not be so burdensome, 
particularly if states made provi- 
sion for making some return to lo- 
calities affected, in the way of re- 
construction and rehabilitation. 

The governor said he esteemed it 
a happy sign of the trend of the 
times that there was a strong ten- 
dency everywhere to impose taxes 
in proportion to the ability of the 
taxed to pay, rather than with re- 
spect to the supposed benefits de- 
rived from the government. This, 
he said, was indicated by the grow- 
ing popularity of various forms of 
graduated income taxation and the 
gradual getting away from poll 


eral property tax. 
Political Attitudes Reversed. 

The afternoon’s session was en- 

livened by expressions from two 
governors which reversed the ordin- 
ary political attitudes of the tra- 
ditional northern republican and 
southern democrat. 
Speaking on the subject of “de- 
centralization of government func- 
tions,” and stressing the desirability 
of decentralization, Governor Carey 
of Wyoming deplored what he called 
a growing neglect of “states rights.” 
The federal government through cer- 
tain activities was “retarding de- 
velopment,” he declared. 

Immediately Governor Harding 
took the floor with the suggestion 
that all other republicans “turn 
their faces to the wall, permitting 
our democratic friends to chuckle.” 

A few minutes later Governor 
Parker of Louisiana, making a plea 
for farmer laborers of the south, 
who he said, hag to compete with 
“19 cents a day syrup and vegetable 
oil manufacturers” of Oriental coun- 
tries, declared what was needed was 
“protective impert taxes.” 

Governor Goodrich of 
arose. 

“It would perhaps be in order for 
the democrats to turn their faces 
now,” he said. 

After the day’s session the gover- 
nors and governors-elect were driv- 
en 16 miles into the country for din- 
ner as the guests of Lewis S. Sadler, 
Pennsylvania state highway com- 
missioner.

Hogs on Hoof 
Have Dropped 
ToPre-War Price 


Pork and Pork Products 
on Their Way—Beef 


Also on the Downward 
Path. 


Chicago, December 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Hogs on the hoof 
have returned to what is practical- 
ly their 1913 pre-war price, judging 
from figures obtained today from 
One of the “big five” packers, Pork 
and pe. k products, ar wholesale, are 
on their way toward that same levél, 
the monthly report of the Institute 
of American Meat Packers indicates 
and have reached the scale prevail- 
ing in April," 1937, when the United 
States entered the war. 

Beef also is on'the downward path, 
the wholesale price of carcass be- 
fore having dropped 17 Per cent 
since September 1, according to the 
institute’s figures, : 

The biggest drop recorded, how- 

ever, is in live hogs. The packing 
house figures show’ pork on the 
hoot brought 8 cents a pound in 
November, 1913. During the war 
the farmer was granted a minimum 
of 17 1-2 cents. In July, 1919, the 
price reached 23 cents a pound. To- 
day hogs are back around 10 1-2 
cents, 
Retail prices, however, have not 
kept pace with the falling whole- 
Sale market, the packing house of- 
ficial said, but he declined to be 
quoted directly on the ground that 
retailers, might boycott his com- 
pany. 

Quotations from two retail deal- 
ers, One whose store is classed as 
a high price establishment and the 
other as a cut-rate market, show 
a wide divergence in prices, partly 
due, however, both said, to a dif-

Packers Explain Wholesale Prices. 

Explaining why the wholesale 
price has failed to fall as fast as the 
live stock quotations, an official of 
one of the packing houses said: 

‘There are two features of the 
comparative price situation that 
should be borne in mind. One is the 
Price of by-products; the other the 
cost of labor. The average consumer 
naturally thinks of meat animals 
only as they affect his table. He 
sees. that the price of hogs has 
dropped and he thinks, of course, 
that meat should follow at once. 

“Only about 76 per cent of the live 
hog is meat. The other 24 per cent 
consists of waste and by-products, 
little value. 
Also in the carcass there are parts 
that must be sold for low prices. 
The entire carcass does not briug 
pork loin or fancy smoked ham 
prices, for example.

The total inctease of plant wages 
has been more than 170 per cent. 

“Thus, though there have been 
substantial decreases in wholesale 
pork prices, these price drops can- 
not quite equal the fall in live ani- 
mal prices, because of the condi- 
tions outlined.”

NO GUARANTEE 
IN ARTICLE TEN 


According to First Offi- 
cial Interpretation by the 
League—Text of the 
Declaration. 


Geneva, December 2.—<Article 10 
of the league of nations covenant 
does. not guarantee the territorial 
integrity of any member of the 
league, according to the first of- 
ficial interpretation of that article 
by the league, unanimously adopt- 
ei by the commission on the ad- 
mission of new states. This decla- 
ration is generally regarded as one 
of the most important decisions yet 
taken by the league members. 

The interpretation’ was provoked 
by the proposal ot Giuseppe Motta, 
of the Swiss delegation, who asked 
that-if the present status of Aus- 
tria were changed Vorarlberg ‘be 
permitted to join Switzerland. The 
text of the interpretation follows: 

“We cannot recommend the adop- 
tion of the proposal, put forward 
by M. Motta. We are indeed of the 


opinion that the entry of Austria 
into the league will in no way 
prejudice or affect the question so 
raised. We cannot help adding that 
the suggestion that admission to 
the league should have any such 
effect appears to arise from a mis- 
construction of article 10. It can- 
not be too emphatically stated that 
article 10 does not guarantee the 
territorial integrity of any member 
of the league. All it does is to con- 
demn external aggression on terri- 
torial integrity and the political in- 
dependence of any member of the 
league and call upon the council to 
consider what can be done to resist 
such aggression.” 

M. Motta made the point that 
Vorarlberg at a recent plebiscite 
indicated its desire to joint with 
Switzerland. He contended that un- 
der article 10 Vorarlberg would be 
prohibited from becoming part of 
Switzerland should Austria at a 
later date join Germany. and the 
purpose of his proposal was to re- 
move any obstacles in the way of 
Vorarlberg. 

The interpretation was first 
drawn up by a subcommittee and 
was submitted to the full commis- 
sion today. 


WILSON YACHT OFFER

Washington, December 2.—-Senator 

Harding declined today President 
Wilson’s offer to place the presi- 
dential yacht Mayflower at tis dis- 
posal next Saturday on his arrival at 
Norfolk to carry the president-elect 
to Washington.
